Accusations ranging from unconstitu- 
tional acts to misguidance have been 
leveled against the RSC _ student 
government. 

Zung Chi Uong, a student at RSC, has 
accused the student senate of performing 
acts outside of the boundaries provided 
for in the student constitution. 

In letters drafted by Uong to Valerie 
Pryer, coordinator of student activities, 
he states that the congress had a ppointed 
acting commissioners who also held 
places on the senate, which according 
Uong is “above the constitution.” 

“It has always been regular process 
when you don't have someone to appoint 
right away to have an acting 

commissioner,” said Pryer. 

“This is using a quick fix method to get 


things done in an asinine way and that is 
not right,” Uong said. 

Other charges made by Uong include 
the misappropriation of funds and the 
adviser taking a supreme role in the 
execution of student activities. 

“Pryer feels that she has to have a direct 
hand in student activities and 
implementation of laws,” Uong said. 

According to David Dobos, dean of 
student services, Pryer has been acting as 
an adviser and that shé is supposed to step 
in and guide the activities of students. 

Dobos has responded to Uong’s letters 
and offered to meet with Uong but Uong 
has declined the meeting. 

“I dont want to meet with him on a 
one-on-one basis, | would like to get 
something in writing so that | could use it 
later and not have it be his word against 
mine,” said Uong.

It’s not just dedicated to 
the culture it shows and writes about, it’s dedicated to the 
ideals behind that culture. Never will part of that culture 
be treated as a fad, instead it will always be given the 
benefit of the doubt and be treated as an art. 

Rolling Stone does more than write about Rock 
music, it believes in it as an art form and a way of life. It 
wont write about a new band simply because they have 
gained popularity. There willalways be the attempt to tell 
the story behind the story. 

And that’s something even newspapers seem to stay 
away from. 

Like all children born in the 60s, Rolling Stone has 
sometimes strayed from its original path. Sometimes it 
makes fun of something fashionable, and the next it will 
be trying to be fashionable.

Gov. George Deukmejian and State 
Senator John Seymour will also send 
proclamations for Beatty. 

Proceeds from the night will start a 
scholarship in Beatty’s name, help to pay 
for changing the locker room name to 
honor him and give funds to the RSC 
foundation department. 

Beatty began coaching college football 
in °53 for Bakersfield College. The first 
year he was there he took his team to the 
Jr. Rose Bowl and won that game 
claiming the title of National: Junior 
College Champions. 

Championship teams seem to follow 
Beatty ever where he goes. He led the 
Dons to the Jr. Rose Bowl in 1962, his 
three years as head coach at California 
State College at Los Angeles his teams 
were conference champions compiling a 
25-2 record and for two seasons he 
coached the Orange County Ramblers,

The year was 1962. The Beatles 
were just becoming popular. The 
United States had a young president 
from Massachusetts. Jerry Brown Sr. 
was the governor of California. And 
Santa Ana College had their only 
national championship football team. 

On Dec. 8, 1962 it was announced 
that the Santa Ana Dons would play 
Columbia Basin College from Pasco, 
Washington. When the students of 
SAC heard the news the school went 
wild, cars were stopped on the streets 
and police had to be called out to 
direct traffic. 

Head Coach Homer Beatty led the 
Dons on Dec. 15 to the 1962 Jr. Rose 
Bowl Championship game where they 
beat Columbia Basin, 23-0. 

Before the season began, Beatty 
could tell he had a championship team. 
“We had good people. We won the 
conference the year before and we 
had no trouble with anyone during the 
season,” said Beatty. 

Before a crowd of almost 55,000, 
quarterback Dunn Marteen led the 


Championship 


offense to an easy blowout of their 
opponents. 

The defense played well for the 
Dons as well. Columbia Basin did not 
get the ball over the 50 yard-line but 
once throughout the game. 

“It’s a shame. It was a sad thing for 
California colleges when they discon- 
tinued the Jr. Rose Bowl,” said Beatty. 
Today the PONY Bowl is played to 
determine the county’s best team. 

Following his triumphant season 
here Beatty left SAC. He compiled a 
29-7-1 record during his four seasons 
as head coach. 

Beatty went on to teach at California 
State Los Angeles where he was also 
the head football coach. Beatty 
finished his football career with a 
189-35-3 record. He retired in 1976 
when he opened up his own business. 

Today Beatty, 72, enjoys golfing 3-4 
times a week. 

The 1962 team still keeps in touch 
with each other to share memories of 
that great season.

Mission Conference

Beginning in the fall of 1988 all five of 
the Orange County’s community college 
football teams will participate in the same 
league for the first time ever.

October. That caused the vote that 
eventually allowed the schools to change 
conferences. In an informal vote taken the 
week prior, the athletic directors voted 
not to allow the teams to enter the 
conference. 

Under the state athletic code, schools 
are only allowed to change to another 
conference in odd numbered years and 
they must stay in the conference four 
years. 

Citrus College will then change from 
the Mission Conference to the Southern 
California Conference beginning next 
fall. 

Following the end of the regular season 
which ends Nov. 21 the athletic directors 
will meet again to set a football schedule 
for next fall. Tucker then wi!l present the 
state with an approved schedule by Jan. 
13. 

In a meeting after the Mission 
Conference vote, the Orange Empire 
Conference, which does not play football 
approved Golden West and Fullerton to 
participate in the conference for all other 
sports. 

The move will bring together all six 
county colleges and Riverside.

‘Tunnel of Love’ 
shows what lurks 
in the shadows 
of love, relations

Tunnel of Love 
Bruce Springsteen

Sometimes you really have to feel a bit sorry for Bruce 
Springsteen. 

The same people that thought Born in the U.S.A. was 
a patriotic song are bound to misunderstand his latest 
album, Tunnel of Love, as simply an album about his 
recent marriage. But Bruce has never been quite that 
simple to figure out. 

Bruce takes a chancy career move, making almost 
what amounts toa true solo album, picking and choosing 
from the E Street Band only when he thinks they'll fit. 
Instead of making the move that would be commercially 
successful, which would amount to U.S.A. //, he makes 


- an album that is sure to alienate those people who have 


never had time to really listen to what he has to say, to the 
message he tries,to get across. 

In fact, only two songs sound like the old Boss. 
“Brilliant Disguise,” a song that was knee-jerked into the 
top 10, and “Spare Parts” are the only song that rock like 
his older tunes. 

Instead, Bruce takes a harsh look at what lurks in the 
dark shadows of love and relationships. In his older 
things, Bruce’s ideas boiled down to “if you want to ride, 
you better pay the price and stay on until the ride is 
finished.” 

Tunnel might be his way of saying, “Well, the ride is 
over, but maybe, just maybe, the ride isn't quite so bad 
when it keeps your mind off the things that hide inside 
your own self.” 

“Two Faces” captures this feeling the best. It is anerrie 
song that finds the singer unable to help himself from 
hurting the girl he loves the most. “I meta girland we ran 
away/ | swore I'd try to make her happy every day/ And 


how I made her cry/ Two faces have 1.” 

Bruce’s characters are disillusioned about the way love 
has slipped away and left them wondering what they 
have. But it’s not really a new theme for him, it’s one he 
used-all the way back in Darkness on the Edge of Town. 

“Spare Parts” is rather like a version of “The River” 
where the guy runs away before the wedding rather than 


being saddled with a potentially bad marriage. Instead,... 


the girl is left to fend for her and her child, wondering if 
maybe her life isn't worth it anymore. It also opens up 
with classic Bruce lyrics. 

“Bobby said he'd pull out/ Bobby stayed in/ Janey 
had a baby/ Wasn't any sin/ They were set to marry/ On 
a summer day/ Bobby got scared and he ran away.” 
Finally Bruce finally admits that “spare parts/ and 
broken hearts/ keep the world turning around.” 

Even when he’s content, or playful, such as on “Ain't 
Got You” or “All That Heaven Will Allow,” Bruce still 
refuses to look romantically upon romance. There’s still 
the essence of darkness, a tinge of gray. It’s almost as if 
he’s happy in spite of whatever problem there is just out 
sight in the background. 

Bruce doesn't even look at a successful relationship 
happily. Once again, he finds that sense of doubt that 
surrounds everything in this life. On the title track Bruce 
tells his girl that when it’s dark they're just alone with “the 
three of us, you, me and all the things we're so scared of.” 

In “Valentine’s Day,” the main person wants nothing 
more than to be home with his girl. But even as he drives 
anxiously to his wife, he admits to himself and her that 
“what scares me, baby, is losing you.” 

So climb on board with Bruce. But you might get 
scared because the tunnel is dark and the occasional 
lights might show you something you might not like. Yet, 
you ll want to go back and look again and again. It’s only 
human, after all.
